Carthy and Charles Craig, the termor 
white and the latter colored. Cincinnati 
murderers, were hanged In the peni- 
tentiary annex early Friday morning. 
When the spectators entered the exe- 
cution room Wnrdcn .Fumes, Assistant 
Deputy Stackhouse and Guard Grump 
wary standing as motionless as ghostly 
pieces of statuary. They were joined 
by Deputy Playford. while the small 
crowd arranged itself in readiness for 
the horrible spectacle. It was just IMM 
o'clock when a muffl.xl "QooMff* WM 
hear<l iu the adjoining room as the 
leave-taking of Craig IM Mc Carthy took 
place 

A moment later Edward McCarthy 
stepped out upon the gallery of death. 
Hi» face was an ashen hue, hifi lips 
colorless and firmly set, and his eyes 
sent forth an expression of wild des- 
pair. Of McCarthy it may be said that 
"nothing in hia life so became him as 
the leaving of It" He walked with 
a firm step, and stood erect while the 
awful ordeal immediately preceding 
death took place. He bade all 
the officials good-by, shaking 
hands with each. Deputy Playford, 
Assistant Deputy Stackhouae and Guard 
(irump then adjusted the straps around 
the doomed man's legs. Then Father 
O'Leary, who had followed McCarthy 
onto the scaffold, pressed the crucifix 
to his lips. The murderer ktssed it 
reverently. Warden James, who stood 
with his hand on ttio lever of the trap, 
at this point said: "Mr McCarthy, if 
you have any statement to make, now 
is your opportunity." 

McCarthy replied: "Gentlemen, I bid 
you good-by, all and all." 

In his excitement he made a mistake, 
for what he evidently intended to say 
was "one and alL" Continuing, ho 
said; "If I haw done any one an injury 
I hope they will forgive me. I ask God 
to forgive all my sins, and hope to 
meet you in Hearen." Just after he 
uttered the last word the black cap was 
adjusted und the rope placed around 
the neck by Deputy Playford. The 
noose was carefully adjusted, and at a 
signal from the deputy the warden 
pulled the lever. McCarthy shot through 
the trap at precisely 12:12 V.?- 

A gasp and a gurgling sound were 
audible as he weut down. His body 
swung onoe around after the

sprung under Craig. The retuovti 
the rope from McCarthy's nock 
bearing away of the remains, the read- 
justment of the scaffold, the soaping of 
the rope to make it slip easy for the 
next victim, was all accomplished with 
remarkuble skill and dispatch. 

The same assistants as before at once 
prepared for their ufrly work a second 
time. Cruig kissed the crucifix and then 
shook hands with all on the scaffold, 
saying "Oood-by" to each. He then 
kissed tha crucifix again and the work 
of pinioning his arms and legs was 
quickly performed. He stood without 
a quiver. "Now, Craig, if you have any 
thing to say you have this opportunity. " 

The condemned man, with choking 
voice, responded: "No .nothing. I for- 
give every body and I want every body 
to forgive me," 

That waa elL He stopped talking, 
and his lost words were spoken. 

In a twinkling the Mack cap was 
drawn, the nooae adjusted, the trap 
sprung, and Craig waa in eternity. 

The work waa 00 mpletely successful. 
There waa no twitching, or jerking, or 
gurgling sounds, us marked McCarthy's 
death. His neck was broken, and he 
evidently suffered no pain. No muecle 
quivered while the body hung there in 
the air. He went through the trap at 
exactly 18.83. 

Craig died in twelve and a halt 
minutes and McCarthy in thirteen. The 
body showed no marks except the mark 
of the rope. His features were calm, 
and the smile that he wore when he 
met hia fate was still present in death. 

The warden offered to furnish the 
men stimulants during the last mo- 
menta but twth men refused. They

The things which one person Meds to 
make him sleep are precisely the thing* 
which would keep another awake all 
night. Even the sedative medicine* 
which put one person immediately into 
a heavy slumlier excite another Into a 
condition of nervous restlessness. The 
European or American, in order to sleep 
well, ordinarily require* a downy pil- 
low under the head, but tlu> Japanese, 
stretching himself upon a rush mat on 
the floor, put* a hard, square block of 
wood under his head, and does not sleep 
weU if he does not have it. Tho Chi- 
nese makes great account of his bed, 
which is v«ry low Indeed— scarcely ris- 
ing from the floor— but Is often carved 
exquisitely of wood, but it never occurs 
to him to make it any softer than the 
rush mats will render It. While the 
people of the northern countries can- 
not sleep unless they have plenty of 
room to stretch out their logs tho In- 
habitants of the tropics often curl 
themselves up like monkeys at the 
lower angle of a suspended hammock 
and sleep soundly in that position.

PROF. VIRCHOW, 

The Scientist Speaks of the Pes- 
tilence in Russia. 



The Belief That Winter Will Stop the 
Cholera is Erroneous. 



The it., lessor A ,1 dim Personal CleanllnjL 



BatLO, Sept. O.-ITof. Virchow, who 
has returned from a visit to Russia, 
speaks In terms of praise of the Russian 
officials who, in some respects, he soys, 
are in advance of those of Germany. lie 
excepts from these expressions of ap- 
proval the officials of the Vol+ra region 
whom he evidently considers not as 
trustworthy as those whom he has met 
in other ports of the empire. He says 
that Russian statistics can he relied 
upon, althoug-h their value would al- 
ways be relative. West Russia Prof. 
Virchow reports to be free from the 
cholera plague, and although the 
cholera is present In Moscow, yet the 
fact that Ono beds are empty In the hos- 
pital Kara evidence that it is not raging 
to such an extent as to tax the resources 
of that city. 

In regard to the probable duration of 
the cholera epidemic. Prof. Virchow 
says that the belief that the arrival of 
winter will 6top the cholera is errone- 
ous, as there have been epidemics of 
the disease in winter. In regard to the 
symptoms and nature of cholera. Prof. 
Virchow gives his opinion that even 
when there are symptoms of Asiatic 
cholera the fact that the comma bacil- 
lus, peculiar to the disease, is not fuund, 
proves that it is not Asiatic cholera. 

As to the remodiea, Prof. Virchow 
says that spraying with diluted carbolic 
acid, is useless, in his opinion. lie ad- 
vises personal cleanliness and attention 
to digestion, 'as the best individual pre- 
cautions. As a general preventative, 
l'rol Virchow considers that a porfoct 
quarantine would lie effective, aud that 
travelers should l>e carefully examined. 
He considers saloon passengers equally 
dangerous with steerage passengers, 
if thev have been on the infected ships. 

Although Prof. Virchow considers that 
spraying with diluted carbolic acid is 
not of value, he regards oarlwlic acid 
and sublimate as the l>es1 disinfectants, 
and he advises the washing of the 
bMldt ufter touching 1 a cholera patient 
While the excretiu or vomit from such 
a patient, in the professor's opinion, are 
the means of communicating the infec- 
tion, yet that communication con be 
made in numerous, different, and hardly 
suspected forms through bank-notes, 
the post, linen thot is soiled, the boots 
Off abOM, the hands and the mouth The 
general tone of the professor's state- 
ment was encouraging, and he left no 
doubt that in his opinion the worst was 
known in regard t.i Hussia.
